17-year 
locust, is the cause of. <vn .iderahle 
interest on account of its curious 
habit of appearing in the

locality every 17 years. This feat 
ure results in more interest in this 
insect, than in most other insects. 
Almost every farm boy has won- 
dered ii it were really true that 
•tins locust remained for 17 years 
in its underground 
home.

these •wondering boys were obsccv 
ant they would have seen many 
twigs that died as the result of the 
locust stings. 
If the twigs were 


examined, numqrous small wounds 
would be found on one side of 
them and in eacli wound was,a lo- 
ucst egg. These eggs hatch in 
about (i weeks and, having, inherit 
ed a dislike for sunshine and flow- 
ers, 
burrow 
onto 
the ground 


where they remain, for 17 years. 
After this long subterranean' life 
they come to light agajn, erawlnp 
some nearby tree, hush, or weed 
and shed their well known shell 
or skin and enjoy life of song for 
a feAv weeks.
